History Of National Security 


National Security Insurance 
Company was organized on Feb. 5, 
1947, in Elba by a few individuals 
"with an idea and a commitment to 
success." 

From an initial investment of 
$32,500 in capital and surplus, the 
company stands today, in its 43rd 
year, in its strongest financial con- 
dition ever, with assets of over $60 
million and capital and surplus of 
over $25 million. 

National Security was the brain- 
child of William Matthew Brunson, 
“who organized the company with 
his son, William Lister, who was 
then in law school. 

The ten original incorporators 
were W.L. Brunson, D.M. English, 
Dr. E.T. Brunson, Mabel R. Brun- 
son, David Cohen, Victor Mavity, 
Ed Wise, George Saxon, Eugene 
Heilpern and W.L. English. 

W.L. Brunson served as the 
company's first president and D.M. 
English as its first secretary- 
treasurer. 

William Matthew Brunson, a 
Yawyer who was to provide the ini- 
tial managerial guidance, died two 
months after the company was or- 
ganized, leaving the management 
of the company to a law school stu- 
dent with no insurance experience. 

The company's initial operations 
were conducted with one agent and 
no paid employees. The first year's 
office operations were performed in 
the Brunson home on Collier Street 
(where SouthTrust Bank now 
stands). 

Policies were typed by friends 
and family around the dining room 
table. Much of the administrative 
work had to be performed on week- 
ends to accomodate school and oth- 
er employment. 

The following year the company 
rented a second-floor room on Da- 
vis Street (above the premises now 
occupied by Kleinert's) and em- 
ployed a secretary - the first paid 
office employee. 

By 1950 the company had out- 
grown its one-room office and 
moved across the street to the sec- 
ond floor of the old Elba Exchange 
Bank building. Offices were later 
moved to the old sewing factory 
building on the Troy Highway 
(now Mike's Gym) where they re- 
mained for over 20 years. 

The first public offering of stock 
was held in 1955, with 50,000 
shares sold at $4.75 a share. A sub- 
sidiary property and casualty com- 
pany, National Security Fire and 
Casualty Company, was organized 


in 1959, 

There were mergers and acquisi- 
tions, some of which proved very 
profitable, others proving near- 
fatal. The company withstood the 
problems, gradually coming to find 
niches in the market that larger 
companies were not reaching. 

Through the 1960's and carly 
1970's the company was able to 
achieve growth and more stability. 

In 1977 the company moved its 
offices from the Troy Highway lo- 
cation to its newly-constructed fa- 
cility on Highway 84 East. The fol- 
lowing year, W.L. Brunson died 
and was succeeded by J.R. Brun- 
son, who became, and remains, 
only the second president in the 
company's history. 

The 1980's became a period of 
continued growth and progress, al- 
though not without adversities. 
There were two hostile takeover at- 
tempts which, although defeated, 
required countless hours of time 
and considerable expense. 

Hurricanes turned _ profitable 
years in the fire and casualty com- 
pany into loss years. In addition, 
there were the general uncertainties 
and pitfalls of the insurance busi- 
ness, In spite of these and other 
problems, substantial progress was 
made. 

Today, the company is in the 
strongest condition in his history. 
Recent years have been the most 
profitable ever. Assets have grown 
to over $60 million with revenues 
exceeding $30 million annually. 

The property and casualty com- 
pay has expanded operations into 
eleven states with plans for addi- 
tional expansions. Stockholders eq- 
uity is over $33 a share, and 1988 
was the eleventh consecutive year 
of increased cash dividends, 

The Veterans Memorial Park, a 
public park located on company 
grounds, was dedicated in 1988, 
with additional phases planned. 
The company's once-spacious offic- 
es have become less spacious and 
expansion seems probable in the 
near future. 

"The future looks bright and the 
company looks forward to the chal- 
lenges ahead. But while there is a 
strong commitment to continued 
growth and progress, there remains 
an equally strong commitment to 
the values and ideals instilled in 
1947 around a dining room table in 
a white frame house."

be kept dry and clean, Otherwise, 
dust could fall into a can or pack- 
age when it is opened. 

A note of caution---never store 
food, even sealed cans, under the 
kitchen sink. Pipes can leak, and 
food can attract insects and rodents. 
Canned goods which show signs of 
leaking or bulging should be dis- 
carded. Food from such cans 
should not be prepared or tasted. 

Proper food handling is as im- 
portant as food storage, and it is ¢s- 
sential for preventing food-related 
illness. Points to remember include: 

*Keep work surfaces, utensils, 
clothing, hands, even kitchen tow- 
els, as clean as possible, 

*Avoid coughing and sneezing 
around food, and wear plastic 
gloves if you have an open cul or 
sore on your hands. 

*Avoid smoking in food prepar- 
ation areas: ashes can fall into food. 

*Use different cutting boards, 
bowls and knives for raw and 
cooked foods; wash utensils in hot 
soapy water between preparation 
steps. 

*Use utensils, not hands, for 
mixing and stirring. 

*avoid using the same spoon 
for stirring and tasting. 

*Wash hands, thoroughly after 
handling raw meat and poultry.

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PRAYER AT FOOTBALL 
GAMES: HOW MUCH WAS 
TRADITION? 


A story floats around about a 
young married couple. The young 
wife would cook a ham occasional- 
ly. When she did so she always cut 

e ends off the ham, Her husband 
asked her one day, "Why do you 
cut the ends off the ham when you 
cook it?" 

She ‘said, "My mother always 
did the ham that way when she 
cooked one." Later, when he saw 
his mother-in-law he asked her, 
"Why did you cut the ends off a 
ham when you cooked it?" 

She said, "I did't have but one 
pot to cook the ham in. That pot 
was small, The ham was always too 
big for the pot so I cut the ends off 
the ham in order to get it in the 
pot.” 
Sometimes we need to ask our- 
selves why we do particular things 
‘the way we do them, Since the Su- 
preme Court Justices have handed 
out a ruling that no one is to pray 
"over the public address system,” I 


have thought a lot about why we 
prayed only at football games. Why 
didn't we pray at basketball games, 
baseball games, etc.? 

Perhaps prayers over the public 
address sytsem in the past at the be- 
ginning of football games was not 
always because of tradition, But I'm 
afraid that the fact that "we've al- 
sways done it" had a major influ- 
ence upon that "religious" practice. 

Those of us who are "on the

cutting edge" of religion are aware 
of how devastating tradition can be. 
Jesus had some strong things to say 
to the scribes and Pharisees who 
had criticized Jesus’ disciples be- 
cause they had eaten without wash- 
ing their hands. 

The washing of hands before 
eating became a “tradition of the 
elders." We wash our hands before 
eating for sanitary reasons. The 
scribes and Pharisees washed their 
hands as a ritual act of purification. 

Jesus said they honored the Lord 
with the lips, but their heart was far 
from him. (See Mark 7:1-23.) On 
the outside they looked and sound- 
ed pious, but on the inside they had 
little or nothing. 

Jesus prayed often, and he 
taught others to pray. Matthew 6:5- 
6 contain some of Jesus's teachings 
about prayer. He said, "And when 
thou prayest, thou shalt not be as 
the hypocrites are: for they love to 
pray standing in the synagogues 
and in the corners of the streets, 
that they may be seen of men, Veri- 
ly I say unto you, They have their 
reward, But thou, when thou pray- 
est, enter into thy closet, and when 
thou hast shut thy door, pray to thy 
Father which is in secret; and thy 
Father which seeth in secret shall 
reward thee openly.” 

Since the ruling was handed out 
by the Supreme Court Justices on 
prayer a lot of Becpr’ have talked 
about prayer. One wonders how 
much time these individuals spent 
in the "secret closet" before the rul- 
ing - - and after it!

This is for 
protection agains’ lawsuits which might 
claim that the students were not taught 
the competencies. 

During the sophomore year teachers 
of the tenth grade students review the 
results of the Basic Competency Test 
administered during the freshman year, 
Any student who has not mastered a ba- 
sic competency has to be remediated, 
This is a process that is followed from 
the time a student is in the third grade. 

The Basic Competency is adminis- 
tered at the third grade and sixth grade 
levels. Any competency not mastered 
on either test should be remediated dur- 
ing the years in between the tests. All 
of this is preparation for the "granddad- 
dy" of all the tests - the Alabama High 
School Graduation Exam. 

A student must pass all three parts 
of the graduation exam before a high 
school diploma is awarded. This is true 
even if all classwork is passed at the 
"A" level.

SOUTHERN ASSOCIATION ACCREDITATION REVIEWED 
By Tobi Lowry 

Ten years ago Zion Chapel did an indepth self-study, and as a result of that study 
was accredited by the Southern Association of Accreditation. It is now time to begin 
work on the ten-year review which will be just as indepth as the original study. The 
ten-year review will be completed by the end of the 1990-91 school year. An ac- 
credited schoo! offers all the requirements that any school of higher learning might 
require for a high school graduate to enroll. 

© get accreditation from the Southern Association of Accreditation a school 
must do an involved self-study. The Southem Association of Accreditation is the 
most recognized accrediting association in the South. 

The complete evaluation of a school as recommended by the National Study of 
School Evaluation is a three-step process. First is a self-evaluation carried out by the 
faculty of the individual school. This usually requires one to two years. The second 
step is an evaluation by a visiting committee, which usually requires a minimum of 
three days. The third step is the school's consideration and follow-up of the findings 
of the evaluation, ‘ 

The National Study of School Evaluation has developed a means for recognizing 
that schools which are quite different may be equally good. This concept involves 
the basic principle that a school should be evaluated in terms of what it is striving to 
accomplish (its philosophy and objectives) and according to the extent to which it is 
meeting the needs of the students who are enrolled or for whom it is responsible. 
The philosophy and objectives of the school must be recognized beyond the con- 
fines of the school. 

In getting started a school faculty must pick a steering committee that plans and 
supervises the entire self-evaluation of the schoo]. This committee has the responsi- 
bility for (1) selecting the members of all subcommittees; (2) establishing a time 
schedule for the self-evaluation; (3) designing a method and a schedule for subcom- 
mittee reports; (4) providing the necessary materials and supplies to the subcommit- 
tees; and (5) coordinating/supervising the self-evaluation. It is not the responsibility 
of the steering committee to do the evaluation; rather its functions are to inform the 
faculty of the self-evaluation, to involve every faculty member in the evaluation pro- 
carn ee to review ane help refine the self-evaluation.

COFFEE COUNTY ORDINANCE 
NO. 1 


Pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tions 11-14-10 through 11-14-16, 
Code of Alahama 1975, as amended, 
the ordinance levies a privilege, I- 
cense, or excise tax against persons, 
firms, or corporations storing, using, 
otherwise consuming or engaged in 
the business of selling at retail tangi- 
ble personal property or conducting 
places of amusement in Coffee 
County, Alabama; provides for the 
collection of the said taxes; and pro- 
vides penalties for the violation of 
this ordinance. 


Pursuant to the provisions of Sec- 
tions 11-14-10 through 11-14-16, Code 
of Alabama 1975, as amended, be it or 
dained by the Coffee County Commis 
sion in the State of Alabama, as fol- 
lows: 

Section 1, There is hereby levied, in 
addition to all other taxes of every kind 
now imposed by law, and shall be col 
lected as herein provided, a privilege or 
license (ax against the person on ac 
count of the business activities and in 
the amount to be determined by the ap 
plication of rates against gross sales, or 
gross receipts, as the case may be, as 
follows: 

(a4) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation, (including the State of Ala 
bama, the University of Alabama, Au 
burn University and all other institu 
tions of higher learning in the state, 
whether such institutions be denomina 
tional, state, county or municipal insti 
tutions, and any association or other 
agency or instrumentality of such insti 
tutions) engaged, or continuing within 
Coffee County in the business of sell 
ing at retail any tangible personal prop- 
erty whatsoever, including merchandise 
and commodities of every kind and 
character, (not including, however, 
bonds or other evidences of debts or 
stocks, nor sale or sales of material and 
supplies to any person for use in fulfill- 
ing a contract for the painting, repair or 
reconditioning of vessels, barges, ships 
and other watercraft of over Afty tons 
burden), an amount equal to one-half 
percent (1/2%) of the gross proceeds of 
sales of the business except where a 
different amount is expressly provided 
herein. Provided, however, that any 
person engaging or continuing in busi- 
ness as a retailer and wholesaler or job- 
ber shall pay the tax required on the 
gross proceeds of retail sales of such 
business at the rates specified, when his 
books are kept so as to show separately 


‘the gross proceeds of sales of each 


business, and when his books are not so 
kept he shall pay the tax as retailer on 
the gross sales of the business. 

(b) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged, or continuing 
within Coffee County, in the business 
of conducting, or operating, places of 
amusement or entertainment, billiard 
and pool rooms, bowling alleys, amuse- 

ment devices, musical devices, theaters, 
opera houses, moving picture shows, 
vaudevilles, amusement parks, athletic 
contests, including wrestling matches, 
prize fights, boxing and wrestling exhi 
bitions, football and baseball games, 
(including athletic contests, conducted 
by or under the auspices of any educa 
tional institution within Coffee County, 
or any athletic association thereof, or 
other association whether such institu- 
tion or association be a denominational, 
a stale, or county, or a municipal insti- 
tulion or associalion or 4 state, county, 
or city school, or other institution, asso- 
ciation or school), skating rinks, race 
tracks, golf courses, or any other place 
at which any exhibition, display, 
amusement or entertainment is offered 
to the public or place or places where 
an admission fee is charged, including 
public bathing places, public dance 
halls of every kind and description 
within Coffee County, an amount equal 
to one-half percent (1/2%) of the gross 
receipts of any such business. 

(c) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged or continuing 
within Coffee County in the business of 
selling at retail machines used in min- 
ing, quarrying, compounding, process- 
ing and manufacturing of tangible per- 
sonal property, an amount equal to one- 
fourth percent (1/4%) of the gross pro- 
ceeds of the sale of such machines; pro- 
vided, that the term “machines,” as 
herein used, shall include machinery 
which is used for mining, quarrying, 
compounding, processing or manufac 
turing tangible personal property, and 
the parts of such machines, attachments 
and replacements therefore which are 
made or manufactured for use on or in 
the operation of such machines and 
which are necessary to the operation of 
such machines and are customarily so 
used, 

(d) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged or continuing 
within Coffee County in the business of 
selling at retail any automotive vehicle 
or truck trailer, semi-trailer or house 
trailer, an amount equal to one-fourth 
percent (1/4%) of the gross proceeds of 
sale of said automotive vehicle or truck 
trailer, semi-trailer or house trailer, pro 
vided, however, where a person subject 
to the tax provided for in this subsec- 
tion withdraws from his stock in trade 
any automotive vehicle or truck trailer, 
semi-trailer or house trailer for use by 
him or by his employee or agent in the 
operation of such business, there shall 
be paid, in lieu of the tax levied herein, 
a fee of $1.00 per year or part thereof 
during which such automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, semi-trailer or house trail 
er shall remain the property of such 
person. Each such year or part thereof 
shall begin with the day or anniversary 
date, as the case may be, of such with- 
drawal and shall run for the twelve suc- 
ceeding months or part thereof during 
which such automotive vehicle, truck 
trailer, or house trailer shall remain the 
property of such person. 

Where any used automobile vehicle 
or truck trailer, semi-trailer or house 
trailer is taken in trade or in a series of 
trades, as a credit or part payment on 
the sale of a new or used vehicle, the 
tax levied herein shutrtn paid on the 
net difference, thet as the price of the 


new or used vehicle sold less te: credit 
for the used vehicle taken in trade, 

(e) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged or continuing 
within Coffee County in the business of 
selling at retail any machine, machinery 
or equipment which is used in planting, 
cultivating and harvesting farm prod 
ucts, or used in connection with the 
production of agricultural produce or 
products, livestock or poultry on farms, 
and the parts of such machines, ma 
chinery or equipment, attachments and 
replacements therefore which are made 
or manufactured for use on or in the op 
eration of such machine, machinery or 
equipment, and which are necessary to 
and customarily used in the operation 
of such machine, machinery or equip 
ment, an amount equal to one-fourth 
percent (1/4%) of the gross proceeds of 
the sale thereof, Provided, however, the 
one-fourth percent (1/4%) rate herein 
prescribed with respect to parts, attach 
ments, and replacements shall not apply 
to any automotive vehicle or trailer de 
signed primarily for public highway 
use, except farm trailers used primarily 
in the production and harvesting of ag 
ricultural commodities 

Where any used machine, machin 
ery or equipment Which is used in 
planting, cultivating, and harvesting 
farm products, or used in connection 
with the production of agricultural pro 
duce or products, livestock and poultry 
on farms is taken in trade or in a series 
of trades as a credit or part payment on 
a sale of a new or used machine, ma 
chinery or equipment the tax levied 
herein shall be paid on the net differ 
ence, that is, the price offic new or 
used machine, machinery or equipment 
sold, less the credit for the used ma 
chine, machinery or equipment taken in 
trade. 

(f) Upon every person, firm or 
corporation engaged or continuing 
within Coffee County in the business of 
selling through coin-operated dispens 
ing machines, food and food products 
for human consumption, not including 
beverages other than coffee, milk, milk 
products and substitutes therefore, there 
is hereby levied a tax equal to one-half 
percent (1/2%) of the cost of such food, 
food products and beverages sold 
through such machines, which cost for 
the purpose of this subsection shall be 
the gross proceeds of sales of such 
business. 

Section 2. Provisions of State Sales 
Tax Statutes Applicable to this Ordi 
nance and Taxes levied herein. The tax 
es levied in Section 1 of this Ordinance 
shall be subject to all definitions, ex 
ceptions, exempuons, proceedings, re 
quirements, rules, regulations, provi 
sions, discounts, penalties, _ fines, 
punishments, and deductions that are 
applicable to the taxes levied by the 
State sales tax statutes, except where 
inapplicable or where herein otherwise 
proviaea, including all provisions ot 
the State sales tax statutes for enforce- 
ment and collection of taxes 

Section 3. (a) An excise tax is here- 
by imposed on the storage, use or other 
consumption in ‘Coffee County of tangi 
ble personal property (not including 
materials and supplies bought for use in 
fulfilling a contract for the painting, re 
pairing, or reconditioning of vessels, 
barges, ships and other watercraft of 
more than fifty tons burden) purchased 
at retail on or after the effective date of 
this ordinance for storage, use or other 
consumption in Coffee County, except, 
as provided in subsections (b), (c), and 
(d), at the rate of one-half percent (1/ 
2%) of the sales price of such property 

(b) An excise tax is hereby im 
posed on the Slorage, use or other con 
sumption in Coffee County of any ma 
chines used in mining, quarrying, 
compounding, processing, and manu 
facturing of tangible personal property 
purchased at retail on or after the effec- 
tive date of this ordinance at the rate of 
one-fourth percent (1/4%) of the sales 
price of any such machine; provided, 
that the term "machine" as herein used, 
shall include machinery which is used 
for mining, quarrying, compounding, 


processing, or manufacturing tangible 
personal property, and the parts of such 
machines, attachments and replace 
ments therefore, which are made or 
manufactured for use on or in the oper 
ation of such machines and which are 
necessary to the operation of such ma 
chines and are customarily so used. 

(c) An excise tax is hereby im- 
posed on the storage, use or other con 
sumption in Coffee County of any auto 
motive vehicle or truck trailer, semi 
trailer or house trailer purchased at re 
tail on or after the effective date of this 
ordinance for storage, use or other con 
sumption in Coffee County at the rate 
of one-fourth percent (1/4%) of the 
sales price of such automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, semi-trailer or house trail 
er. Where any used automotive vehicle, 
truck trailer, semi-trailer or house trail- 
er is taken in trade, or in a series of 
trades, as a credit or part payment on 
the sale of a new or used vehicle, the 
tax levied herein shall be paid on the 
net difference, that is, the price of the 
new or used vehicle sold less the credit 
for the used vehicle taken in trade, 

(d) An excise tax is hereby levied 
and imposed on the storage, use or oth 
er consumption in Coffee County of 
any machine, machinery, or equipment 
which is used in planting, cultivating, 
and harvesting farm products, or used 
in connection with the production of 
agricultural produce or products, live 
stock, or poultry on farms, and the parts 
of such machines, machinery, or equip 
ment, attachments and replacements 
therefore which are made or manufac 
tured for use on or in the operation of 
such machine, machinery, or equip 
ment, and which are necessary to and 
customarily used in the operation of 
«ch machine, machinery, or equip- 
ment, Which is purchased at retail after 
the effective date of this ordinance, for 
the storage, use or other consumption 
in Coffee County at the rate of one 
fourth (1/4%) of the sales price of such 
property; regardless of whether the re 
tailer is or is not engaged in the busi 
ness in this County, Provided, however, 
the one-fourth percent (1/4%) rate here 
in prescribed with respect to parts, al 
tachments, and replacements shall not 
apply to any automotive vehicle or 
trailer designed primarily for public 
highway use, except farm trailers used 
primarily in the production and harvest- 
ing of agricultural commodities, Where 
any used machine, machinery or equi 
ment which is used in planting, culti 
vating, and harvesting farm products or 
used in connection with the production 
of agricultural produce or products, 
livestock, and poultry on farms is taken 
in trade or in a series of trades as a 
credit or part payment on a sale of a 
new or used machine, machinery, or 
equipment, the tax levied herein shall 
be paid on the net difference, that is, 
the price of the new or used machine, 
machinery, or equipment sold, less the 
credit for the used machine, machinery, 
or equipment taken in trade, 

Section 4. Provisions of State Use 
Tax Statutes Applicable to this Ordi 

ance and Taxes herein levied, The tax 
es levied by Section 3 of this Ordinance 
shall be subject to all definitions, ex- 
ceptions, exemptions, proceedings, re 
quirements, rules, regulations, provi- 
sions, discounts, penalties, fines, 
punishments, and deductions that are 
applicable to the taxes levied by the 
State use tax statutes except where in- 
applicable or where herein otherwise 
provided including all provisions of the 
State use tax statutes for enforcement 
and collection of taxes, 

Section 5. Administration and Col- 
lection of Taxes by Coffee County and 
Disposition of Revenue. The taxes lev- 
ied in Sections 1 and 3 of this Ordi- 
nance shall be administered and collect- 
ed by COFFEE COUNTY and its 
authorized collection agency as author- 
ized by the Coffee County Commis- 
sion. The amount certified by Coffee 
County as having been collected for the 
use of the County, shall be used for the 
construction of a jailhouse in New 
Brockton, Coffee County, Alabama, 


and shall be designated as COFFEE 
COUNTY JAIL. 

Section 6. Severability. Each and 
every provision of this ordinance is 
hereby declared to be an independent 
provision and the holding of any provi- 
sion hereof to be void and invalid for 
any reason shall not affect any other 
provision hereof, and it is hereby de 
clared that the other provisions of this 
ordinance would have been enacted re 
gardless of any provision which might 
have been held invalid, 

Section 7. Effective Date, This or 
dinance shall become effective on the 
first day of November, 1989.

County legislators voice opposition to taxation of retirees’ income 


"l have always believed that no 
one's income should be taxed after 
retirement,” Sen. Crum Foshee told 
members of the Coffee County Re- 
tired Teachers Association on Tues 
day, September 19, 

Foshee was referring to news re- 
ports about the recent court rulings 
that threaten the state with millions 
of dollars in tax losses - losses that 
will have to be made up from other 
sources, such as taxes on retired 


people's incomes. He pointed out 


iat court rulings Tike“the one on 


the franchise tax could cost the 
state a loss of over $60 million out- 
of-state franchises (licenses for out- 
of-state businesses to do business 
in Alabama); or like the potential 
loss of over $300,000,000 in the 
case of licenses to out-of-state insu- 
rance companies on policies sold in 
Alabama. 

"Sometimes I think we should 


let the courts take over and run the 
“country,” Posie said. 

The senator also noted that he 
had made a trip to Japan and gave a 
few of his impressions from that 
trip.

DHR seeks help from county commission 


The Coffee County Department 
of Human Resources has released 
its monthly bulletin for September 
and in the monthly report county 
director Ronald Smith stated that 
while the department was continu- 
ing to receive aid from the Coffee 
County Commission, additional 
work and space was needed to bet- 
ter serve the citizens of Coffee 
County. 

"We appreciate the new roof the 
county commission has put on our 
building,” stated Smith. "However, 
we are in need of a building expan- 
sion because our present building is 
getting too small. We need, at a 
minimum, a new file room for our 
important records and I have asked 
the ‘county commission for help 
with this and they are working with 
me," 

Smith also reported that the de- 
partment was hoping to get a park- 
ing lot across the street from the of- 
fice in Elba paved, as well as the 
aréa at the rear of the building. 

"Our staff is doing a good job,” 
continued Smith, "we need more 
help, as usual. We have a staff allo- 
cation of 36 and have 33 members 
on board. We need to fill the vacan- 
cies immediately, but due to the 
hiring freeze we cannot fill then at 
this time." 

Children's Services supervisor 
Myrna Rhoades reported that the 
staff was deeply saddened by the 
recent death of a foster child in the 
county. 

"This was the first death of a 
child in our custody," stated Mrs. 
Rhoades. "The child was diagnosed 
with a serious heart condition and 
died following surgery in a Birm- 
ingham hospital. The foster mother, 
the natural mother and the entire 
staff shared this grief.” 

Mrs. Rhoades also reported that 
during the month the department 
investigated a total of 32 child 
abuse cases cases, with the cases 
being physical-11, neglect-12, sex- 
ual-8 and emotional-1. 

Adult abuse cases investigated 
included physical abuse-2 and ex- 
ploitation-1. 

Child and Adult Protective Ser- 
vices supervisor Glenda Snipes re- 


ported that “August was another 
busy month!" 

"We now have 400 cases open 
to service and there are 20 persons 
on the waiting list for adult home- 
maker services, as well as 45 chil- 
dren on the waiting list for paid 
daycare services," stated Mrs. 
Snipes. “The demands on the work- 
ers are great and the type of work 
they do is stressful within itself." 

Food Stamp Program supervisor 
Deborah K. Jones reported that in 
August food stamps were issued to 


a total of 1,142 households in Cof- 
fee County, with the total number 
of stamps issued totaling $119,398. 

Changes reported to have taken 
place in October included a 10 per- 
cent increase in monthly stamp 
benefits, an increase in income eli- 
gibility limits and other changes in 
deductions and utility allowances.

Volunteer firemen 
show true spirit of 
American pioneers 


The spirit that made Alabama 
and America great is best shown by 
volunteer fire departments. These 
friends and neighbors are on call 24 
hours a day, willing to drop their 
own work to rush to the aid of a 
neighbor. Volunteer fire firefighters 
risk their lives to protect others 
without pay, but have great satis- 
faction of a job well done. 

Presently there are about 900 
volunteer fire departments in Ala- 
bama with nearly 35,000 members. 
Coffee county contains nine depart- 
ments, The Alabama Forestry Com- 
mission (AFC) serves as the state 
support for the department. As 
State Forester C. W. Moody stat- 
ed,"Volunteer fire departments are 
the key to good rural fire protec- 
tion, both with house fires and 
woods fires." 

The AFC assists volunteer fire 
departments three ways: (1) giving 
grants for equipment, (2) develop- 
ing and maintaining county-wide 
radio communications, and (3) sup- 
plying training in the control of 
both building and forest fires. 

Why do people become volun- 
teer fire fighters? According to Ray 
Tucker, chief of the Rural Commu- 
nity Fire Protection Program for the 
AFC, "Fire fighters feel a sense of 
community as they work to protect 
their homes and their neighbors." 
Tucker stated that these depart- 
ments serve not just as a base for 
fire fighters but also for community 
centers. 

Alabama has a strong fire con- 
trol program. Robby Robertson of 
the National Fire Protection Associ- 
ation praises Alabama for "doing 
more to build and help volunteer 
fire departments than any other 
Southern state." Tucker stated that 
while Alabama is doing well, his 
goal is for Alabama to have the 
"finest rural fire fighting program 
in the U. S. by 1994." 

Volunteer fire fighters have an 
impact on all residents in Coffee 
County. Besides protecting home 
owners form fire and helping save 
lives, fire departments can save you 
money by lowering fire insurance 
rates. A strong, well-equipped vol- 
unteer fire department can lead to 
dramatically lower rates as com- 
pared to unprotected areas.

Piers may not be extended into 
the lake and the existing shape of 
the shoreline may not be changed 
by filling, dredging or other means. 

AEC is lowering the level of

feet for the next 4-6 weeks in order 
to perform maintenance to its hy- 
droelectric plant at the lake.
